It has been observed that there is a growing concern 
about the problems faced by HIV affected people while 
approaching Courts for Justice. The long drawn legal 
process coupled with the fear of public identification, 
discourages them from filing cases. As the time is of 
great importance to such people, it has been suggested 
by the Honourable Minister of Law and Justice, Union of 
India that the court should treat the cases involving them 
on a priority basis in order that Justice does not elude 
them. Hence all Judicial Sections of the High Court and 
all Subordinate Judicial Officers in the State have been 
directed to give priority to cases in which HIV positive 
litigants are involved, on getting proper application from 
such litigants along with necessary credentials. Such 
applications will not be called in open court so that the 
fact that the litigant is HIV affected, is not revealed in 
court causing embarrassment to such litigants.
